A SMALL FIGHT 

HAVANA, May 9.—At half past 8 

o'clock yesterday morning two United 
States cruisers which were pursuing 
the Spanish schooner Santiago, bound 
from Yucatan with salt fish, ap- 
proached the Vedado batteries, which 
fred at them when they were about 
five miles off the shore. Six shots 
were discharged at the ships. A local 
paper says thatone of the projectiles 
carried off the smokestack of one of 
the United States crnisers, which was 
in the rear, and another projectile fell 
upon the deck of the other cruiser, 
The Americans replied with twelve 
shots, but the projectiles fell two 
miles off the batteries, The cruisers 
then retreated under a fuli head of 
steam, One of the shots from the 
batteries tell on one of the United 
States yessels, covering her deck with 
water and itis asserted positively uhat 
a hole was made in her hull below the 
water line, Vedado was full of people 
watching the encounter through 
opera glasses and applauding the 
firing of the Spaniards, 

GENERAL ENGAGEMENT IMMINENT, 

Port AU PRINCE, May 9,—The Mont- 
gomery, a third rater acting picket 
tor Admiral Sampson, off Satortue at 
5 o'clock last evening engaged a power- 
fal Spaniard: cruiser at long range. A 
running fight followed, the Mont- 
gomery drawing the Spaniard towards 
Sampson's fleet.

were completely at the mercy of the 
American battleships which bad come 
upon them so suddenly and unexpect- 
edly, Admiral Dewey's orders were 
to capture or destroy the Spanish 
fleet. Never were instructions cxe- 
cuted inso complete atashion, Atthe 
end of seven iuurs there was absolute- 
ly nothing left of the Spanish fleet but 
a few relics, When it is considered 
that the Spaniards lost over 660 men 
in killed and wounded, that all their 
ships, amounting to fourteen, were 
destroyed, and that their naval 
arsenal at Cavite was also destroyed 
with its defences, it will become ‘up- 
parent that the victory of the United 
tates Commodore is one of the most 
complete and wonderful achievements 
in the history of naval warfare, Not 
& man on board the U, 8, fleet was 
killed, not a ship damaged to any ex- 
tent and only six men slightly injured 
on board the Baltimore. The Span- 
iards fought with desperate bravery, 
When the commander of the Don 
Antonio de Ulloa found she was so 
torn by U, 8, shells that he could not 
keep her afloat he nailed her colors to 
the mast and she sank with all bands 
fighting to the last. Her hull was 
completely riddled and her upper deck 
had been swept clean by the awful fire 
of the United States guns, but the

that itis the best radway or wagon 
road that can be got any where. Will 
be one vast mining camp from Peace 
River, west,—gold, copper, silver, lead, 
coal and coal oil and possibly the 
largest iron deposits in the world, so 
says the man alluded to, 

What the Government should now 
do is secure ‘he services of this man at 
once, and send him along with the 
engineers who are going trom Peace 
River, west. He isan old miner and 
prospector, has been such all his life; 
we want no more greenborn attempts 
ted by the Government expeditions, 
stich as that of Luspector Moodie. 
The Governownt sent out this party 
knowing positively that not one indi- 
vidoal in it bad ever been on a similar 
expedition before, 

Sy having an eXpericnced guide 
much valuable time and many thous- 
ands of dollars can be saved, —Perhnps 
these trifles sve po recommendations, 
Will the Cabiuet act like business 
men, or 2O on sacvilicing the interests 
ef the Yukon, and the Dominion at 
large, for the sake of spite?

‘The Auditor General 
was not appointed and has not 
been paid all these years to do 
nothing but read the proofs of the 
governiaent’s cash account, His 
office was created for the express 
op ot making sure that the 
inisters would spend the money 
voted them by parliament in the 
way intended by parliament. 
Through the long years of Con- 
servative government, the present 
Auditor General stood at his post 
and insisted upon this Ministerial 
obedience to the decrees of parlia- 


ment amid the enthusiastic 
applause of the Liberal Uppo- 
sition. The Liberals, from Mills 


to McMullen, could find nothing too 
eulogistic to say of his work; and 
if ever a Tory Minister show 

irritation at the objectioas of the 
Auditor General, the whole 
phalanx of Liberal desks were 
banged with indignation, and the 
government was accused of trying 
to muzzle the warcneng of the 
people in order that it might 
empty the public purse at its will. 

It ia significant that this govern- 
ment, which has broken the record 
for extravagance, finds in less than 
two years that the Auditor General 
isin its way. SirLonis Davies, than 
whow no cne was louder in the old 
days of Opposition in denouncing 
the Tory treasury board when it 
ventured to override the ob- 
jections of tne Auditor General, is 
now as Joud in flailing that 
official for daring to. protest 
against the payment of $8,000 to 
the Quebec and Lake St. John 
Railway Company, for which he 
could see no provision in the esti- 
mates that alone had received the 
approval of parliament. The case 
was certainly a curious one. 
railway company, absolutely with- 
out any understanding with the 
government at all, certainly with- 
out the authority of a pariia- 
mentary vote, engaged in efforts 
to attract immigration to the 
district that it serves—a worthy 
work. After this was all done, an 
Order-in-Coungil was passed 
granting the company $8,000 for 
its efforts of this kind “within the 
last two years.” To this, the 
Auditor General mildly objected 
that there was no warrant for it 
in the supply bill. A long corres- 
pondence eusued, in which it was 
brought out that the government 
were presuming that they had the 
right to use the genera) immigra- 
tion vote in this way, which pre- 
sumption the Minister ot Justice 
and the treasury board subse- 
quently sustained. 

When it is remembered that the 
first Order-in-Council did not even 
state that the grant was made 
under the authority of the general 
immigration vote—giving no 
authority for it at all—it is surely 
jlain that if there ever was & Case 
in which the Auditor General 
ehould check a payment by a 
Minister, pending the action of the 
treasury board, this was one, Yet 
it isfor this that heis now being 
violently assailed by some, at 
least of the Ministers. 

This isa matter in which every 
tax payer in Canada is interested. 
If the powers of the Anditor 
General are reduced, or if the 
official himself is cowed, the 
Canadian treasury will be much 
less safe thanitis today, It is like 
the hypocrisy of a party, which 
talkod economy when out of office 
and then increased our expendi- 
ture when they came into power, 
to take advantage of the services 
of the Auditor General when they 
were the critics of an administra- 
tion but to wax wroth when the 
same healthy scrutipy was turned 
upon their sacred proceedings. 
Apparently the Liberal ereed is 
that Auditors General are needed 
for Tory rovernments only, But 
Sir Louis Davies and bis colleagues 
will find that they cannot make 
waron the Auditor General with- 


out putting their own motives 
under something darker than 
suspicion.

PROHIBITION AND 
ORUNKENNESS 


Asa piece of practical evidence 
apropos of the coming plebiscite 
the following from the London 
(England) Spectator is interesting: 

“The Times of Wednesday pub- 
lished a valuable account of the 
working of prohibitory laws in 
Norway. ‘The people there are 
genuinely alarmed at the spread 
of spicit drinking, and after 
trying the Gothenburg system, 
which purified the pot houses, 18 
towns resolved to prohibit the sale 
of spirits altogether. They did 
prohibit it. closing every spirit 
shop, with the result that drunk- 
enness immediately and decidedly 
increased. Not only was a strong 
kind of port wine drank in quan- 
tities, but illicit stills were set up 
in most back kitchens, aud the 
pene drank the raw fresh spirits 
with lamentable results. ven 
the children were tound intoxi 
eated, and the arrests for drank- 
enness increased by from 20 to 80 
per cent. Prolubition, in fact, 
totally failed, as it always will 
fail where it is not supported by a 


popular conviction that it is 
criminal to drink alcohol. Then it 
succeeds, and then also it 1s 


totally unnecessary, It is alway 
forgotten that the popalation of 
any town ov village can prohibit 
the sale of liquor at once and 
finally by the simplest of ex- 
vedients,—viz: Not buying them. 
he dram shops will not give away 
one drop. Drink is 
because it is seen, but because 
it is wished for.”

could be heard for miles around, down 
came one of the largest slides of mud, 
rock, trees, snow and ice, yet seen in 
the mountains, carrying away with it 
over 400 feet of shed No 20 and_bury- 
ing one man, an Italian, in its debris. 
The line repairer who was in the shed 
at the time had a very narrow escape, 
being a little further up. 

The Pacific and Atlantic expresses 
of the next day were each detained 
some 12 hours at Donald and Glacier 
respectively The latter, however, 
was doomed to be laid out once more, 
for as a freight train, pulled by one 
of the newest engines, 202, was ascend- 
ing the Big Hillahout two miles east 
of Field, down came a rock slide in 
front of it. Before she had time to 
reverse, the two engines on the rear 
end of the train had shoved her into 
the shde, where she capsized, fortun- 

Had she gone 
over to the left she would haye been 
precipitated into the Kicking Horse 
some 300 feet below. 

On Wednesday evening the magni- 
ficent hotel and depot at Sicamous 
was burnt to the ground, not a single 
post remaining to tell the sad tale, 
While Mrs, Carter, the proprietress 
of the hovel, was preparing for bed she 
accidentally upset a lamp which 
exploded setting fire to the premises. 
The building which was of wood was 
soon enveloped in flames and a high 
east wind which was prevailing at the 


and surrounding woods and immedi- 
ately engulfed them also. Everything 
was lost savea table and desk, the 
inmates escaping with only what they 
had on, The hotel was uninsured and 
was luxuriously furnished, including 
a large grand piano. Mrs. Carter, who 
was a non-believer in banks, had some 
$3.000 on the premises, all of which 
was lost. There was also a miner in 
the hotel at the time who lost heavily. 
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A FATAL AVALANCHE 


A Large Section of Snowsheds Carried 
Away—Man Killed 


On Tuesday one of the largest snow- 
slides ever seen in the mountains 
occurred near the Glacier House, at 
the summit of the Selkirks, Four 
bundred feet of massive snow tunnels 
were swept away and an Italian who 
was working in the path of the slide 
was killed. Several men were work- 
ingon the debris of a slide which 
had oveurred shortly before, when a 
second avalanche started with a thun- 
dering roar from the mountain top, 
carrying trees, rocks and earth before 
i The work- 
men at once ran sideways in a frantic 
effort to escape, but, one Italian re- 
mained rooted to the spot, rigid with 
fear, He was dead and buried in about 
15 seconds,

used during the summer, the slides 
did not materially delay traffic, not 
having sustained much damage.
